LONDON, Feb, 2—Britain’s clear- 
cut stand for settling the war debts | 
without “swapping” economic con- | 
cessions with the United States, or 
pledging return to the gold standard 
except on definite conditions, was 
outlined with outskopen frankness 
today by Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer Neville Chamberlain as the 
guest of the American Correspond- 

ents’ Association of London 

Mr. Chamberlain told the writers 
he did not come to make a speech 
on war debts, and his talk dealt 
in the main with an analysis of the 
world economic depression, the so: 
lution of which, he said, was largely 


dependent on the return of con- 
fidence everywhere 

But, following the British lunch- 
eon custom, the chancellor said he 


was willing to answer questions and 
the reporters, availing themselves 
of a rare opportunity of cross-exam- 
ining the British chancellor of the 
exchequer, shot them thick and 
fast 
SHOOT QUESTIONS 

Ruling out any policy of looking 
on the Washington debt talks as a 
“great swapping deal,” Mr. Cham- 
berlain said: “The conception 
concessions by Great Britain in re- 
turn for the scaling down of war 
debts is not a British conception 

“The British view is that these 
obligations are not those of an or- 
dinary debtor and creditor, but that 
adjustment is as much in the inter- 
est of the creditor nation as of the 
debtor ”

He remarked that the trade 
agreements drawn up at the Im- 
perial Economic Conference at 
Ottawa last summer “cannot be torn 
up” and emphasized that those 
agreements tied the hands of the 
British government so far as any 


arrangements at Washington can be 
concerned. 


The chancellor declared Great 
Britain cannot “contemplate with 
equanimity return to the _ gold 


standard until we are certain it will 
work better than it did just before 
we left it. Great Britain believes 
in a stable international standard of 
value, but there are many condi- 
tions to be fulfilled before she re- | 
turns to gold.” 

He set forth these conditions: | 
first, settlement of the war debts; 
econd, lowering of trade barriers; 
third, modification of the maldis- 
tribution of gold; fourth, settle- 
ment of disturbing world political 
problems or progress toward their 
solution | 

Describing himself as a protec- 
tionist, the chancellor declared for 
the removal of artificial trade bar- 
riers. To his mind the faults of 
protection were not inherent but 
resulted from its cause. He ex- 
pressed the hope that tariff barriers 
would be discussed at the World 
Economic Conference and at Wash- 
ington.

CHECKING INCIPIENT HERNIA 


Any swelling or lump appearing under the skin 
&f the abdomen should be examined by a doctor | 
If he diagnoses this as rupture, it is wise for the 
patient to secure a correct support to wear at al 
times until the rupture bas been corrected. If the 
hernia has not progressed too far, there is almost | 
always a possibility of cure through developing the | 
strength of the abdominal muscles and at the same || 
time by reducing the internal pressure. In babies | 
up to about three or four years of age a cure is | 
almost always possible if a support is used for at 
least a year, even though the abdominal muscles | 
cannot readily be developed stronger than normal } 
at these ages. A great deal of internal pressure 
can be relieved if the patient will reduce his food 
supply and see that it consists of the combinations 
and kinds of foods which do not readily produce 
ffatulence. . 
The proper kind of a brace should be worn to |;
